It lp first necéssary to recognize 
the existence of the quality — 


Tt would be equally impossible to 
jevercome it. Therefore, beginning 
at the beginning, first find out what 
you are capable of doing, and then 
learn how to do it—then do it. No 
teacher is half so worthwhile as 


For today’s lesson, however, I 
have chosen to confine myself to 
undesirable, negative traits and in- 
clinations, and the best methods 
of minimising, overcoming and 
eradicating them from an individ- 
ual’s personality. 

To accomplish this seems often 
an endless task, and one that has 


statesmen, business men, etc., etc.,

ANTA FE 
TO ERECT 
NEW SHOPS. 


Will Spend Half Million 
‘ for Improvements at San 
Bernardino. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 18.— 
Announcement of plans of the San- 
ta Fe Railroad to at once erect a 
new power plant and auxiliary un- 
ites at the shop plant in thie city 
to cost $204,000 has been made by 
A. G. Armstrong, superintendent of 
shops, 

Thies together with the additions 
to the locomotive machine shops 
now under way will call for an 
expenditure of not less than $500,- 
000 in shop enlargement during 
1922. Excavations are already un- 
der way by the Fellows Contra¢t- 
ing Company for the machine shop 
which with the equipment will rep- 
resent an expenditure of close to 
$300,000. 

The latest project will include a 
new power plant to replace the old 
one, which has long been inade- 
quate, and also a new lavatory, 
locker building and a trash burner. 
Still further improvements at this 
point are expected as a part of the 
1922 budget. 

Conatruction has been com- 
menced on the new building to 
house the Ban Bernardino County 
Branch of fhe Automobile Club of 
Southern California. It will be of 
attractive architecture and located 
close to the city’s business center. 
It ia being erectéd by R. E. Swing 
and will provide ample facilities 
for the club's work here,

HOUSING PLAN 


Project Undertaken by Brit- 
ish Government Fails. 


High Building Costs Make 


Seventy Thousand Homes 
Have Been Completed. 


Government efforts to help the 
housing situation have resulted in 
failure, and abandonment of the 
project in Bngland. While the ac- 
tivities resulted in the construc- 


tion of 70,000 houses and will re- 
sult eventually in the building of 
165,000, it was found that the cost 
was running so high and Was plac- 
ing such a burden on the people in 
increased rents and taxation, that 
the scheme which originally pro- 
vided for the construction of 500,- 
000 houses was given up. 

These interesting facts are out- 
lined by a writer in &. W. Straus 
& Co.'s Investment Magazine. who 
says that the building of private 
houses in Great Britain had fallen 
of rapidiy for five years previous 
te the war. In 1918 the situation 
became so acute that the govern- 
ment passed the housing bill by 
which the central government 
bound iteelf to make good the 
greater part of the annual and un- 
avoidable less from the necessity 
of building at a time when prices 
of material and labor were at the 


Whole towns were planned. 
streets were laid out and public 
buildings arranged. Te meet the 
expenses of the venture, the gov- 
ernment: placed upon each of the 
1800 English municipalities the 
responsibility of igsuing bonds nec- 


eseary to secure the capital to 
carry out their housing 
plans 

FACED BIG DEFICTT. 


It was apparent from the Gret 
that there would be a great deficit 
each year.

The latest report dated Decem- 
ber 8, 1921 showed houses esti- 
mated and approved 165,000 and 
completed to date 70,100. Housing 
conditions in are better

Grief-Stricken Mother Waits 
Any News 4 Son. 


Grief-stricken over the disap- 
pearance of her 2%-year-old baby, 
Mra. Arthur Hoppe yesterday was 
on the verge of collapse at her 
home at 649 Carille street, while 
the baby’s father and police of- 
ficers worked throughout the night. 
dragging Echo Park lake, in which 
the boy is believed to have 
drowned. 

A little red tricycle on which 
Arthur Hoppe, Jr., rode away from 
home Thursday morning was found 
near the shores of the lake. It was 
this fact that led the officers te 
think he had drowned. The par- 
ents of the boy are praying that 
this theory is wrong. but the fa- 
ther is alding in the search of the 
lake In the absence of other clews. 
Mr. Hoppe last night declared 
the waters of the lake are siowly 
receding from their banks as the 
lake is being emptied, but that it 
will be many hours before the level 
has gone down sufficiently to help 
much in the search. 


SPENDS SLEEPLESS NIGHTS.

From reports 
of persons who remembered seeing 
the little overali-clad boy iast 
Thursday, the parents have learned 
he went to Echo Park, left his tri- 
eycle on the shore and walked 
along the border of the lake. 

A man standing on the opposite 
bank watched him for a while, but 
when the baby toddled toward a 
woman sitting on one of the park 
benches he assumed it was her 
child and paid no more attention 
to the boy. 


MANY SAW CHILD. 


Many reports have been made to 
the parents by other persons who 
say they saw the lad during the 
day in various places tn the Echo 
Park region. All of these reports 
have been somewhat discounted be- 
cause the persons who thought 
they saw him all remembered the 
tricycle and it is believed Arthur 
abandoned his mount within fifteen 
minutes after leaving home. 

The tangled mass of vegetation 
growing in the lake has seriously 
impeded the d of the place 
for the body and &4 & last resort it 
was ordered that the lake showtld 
be drained to assist in the search. 

Arthur was wearing a blue suit 
of overalls, trimmed in red, and 
had no hat when he left home. He 
has medium light hair and biue 
eyes. His parents. telephone 
51666, are anxious to get any news 
concerning the boy, and especially 
wish to hear from the woman who 
was sitting on one of the park 
benches while the boy was playing 
along the lake. 


ONE DEAD, 
ONE HURT 
IN CRASH. 


Gardena-San Pedro Street 
Car Hits Light Automobile 
at Ocean- Avenue Crossing. 


G. L. Allen, 34 years of age, of 
Torrance, is dead and K. E. Olsen, 
29, of the same place is in a seri- 
ous condition as the result of be- 
ing struck by a Gardena-San Pedro 
Pacific Electric car at the Ocean- 
avenue crossing just south of 
Gardena early last evening. Both 


men were passengers in a light de- 
livery truck, said to have been 
owned and driven by Allen. Olsen 
is at Hillside Hospital, San Pedro, 
where doctors say his chance for 
recovery is slight. He sustained a 
fracture of the skull and internal 
injuries. 

Allen, according te statements 
made to the San Pedro police by 
Motorman B. M. Johnston, of 538 
West First street, San Pedro, had 
reached the crossing in his ma- 
chine just as the Pacific Electric 
car, southbeund, approached it. 
The motorman told police he 
sounded his whistie for the cross- 
ing, but that the driver of the light 
machine, loaded with stovewood, 
put on speed and endeavored to 
cross ahead of the trolley car. 

The impact carried the auto 
truck a distance of forty feet and 
when the car crew and: passéngers 
rushed to the aid of the occupants 
of the truck, they found Allen dead, 
several feet from the right of way. 
Olsen, the injured man, was placed 
on the San Pedro-bound car, to- 
gether with the body of Allen, and 
police of the harbor district were 
notified to meet the car at San 
Pedro with an ambulance. Olsen 
was rushed to Hillside Hospital 
and Allen’s body was turned over 
to the Goodrich Undertaking Com- 
pany at San Pedro.

The value of an automobile lies 


As in the purchase of a pair of 
shoes, after deciding upon the 
service to which they are to be 
put, and whether low price or high, 
the first consideration is comfort, 
Ot, if you please; so in the selec- 
tion of an automobile, comfort, fit, 
is of the highest importance. An 
automobile should never be pur- 
Chased from one viewpoint only, 
as price, terms, material, finish, 
beauty, power, performance, com- 
fort, economy, but the happy 
blending of aii these into one har- 
monic whole, will give the ideal 
automobile for your use. A few 
dollars in price should not influence 
you, ferme or allowance for your 
old car mean little. 

As you start upon your campaign 
of selecti6n, do not be overanxious, 
discard prejudice, investigate with 
an open mind. 

“Comparisons are odious,” it is 
sald, but remember in this life it 
ia by com n, only, we are able 
to judge the value of anything, 
therefore inspect,,study, try every 
automobile of the class in which 
you are interested, and by com- 
parison decide upon the machine 
which most nearly fills al) your re- 
quirements. 


Questione At low speed my en- 
gine misses fire, but runs well when 
working hard on hills or running 
fast, what is the cause? 

B. 
Answer: This trouble indicates 
an alr leak somewhere between the 
carburetor and the piston rings. 
With a closed throttle there is the 
highest vacuum, so at thie time 
the air leaks in most rapidly and, 
as the least amount of gasoline 
mixture is being taken in at this 
time, an air leak thine the mixture 
to a point where it will not burn 
well and the engine misses fire. 
Carefully look over all points of 
possible leakage. These are the 
points at which the throttle valve 
shaft comes out through the side 
of the carburetor, the place where 
the carburetor is connected to the 
manifold or engine, the connection 
of the manifold to the engine, 
around the intake valve stems, 
valves not seating properly, poor 
piston rings or scored cylinders. To 
test the various points on the out- 
side of the engine, start the engine 
and while it is running squirt gasc- 
line around the throttle shaft, gas- 
kets, valve stems and other places. 
If the engine runs differently upon 
the application of gasoline at these 
points you may be sure that there 
is an air leak at that point. 


a: what is the best carbon re- 
A.: The best way to remove 
carbon is to take off the cylinder 
head and carefully scrape away all 
of the adhering carbon: at the 
same time it is well to grind the 
valves, as with an excess of car- 
bon you will nearly always find the 
valves seating poorly. The burning 
out of carbon by the oxygen proc- 
ess is the next best system, but 
after burning ft is almost always 
necessary to grind the valves, 580, 
uniess you have 4n engine that 
does not have & detachable cylinder 
head, it does not pay.

intake. The closer the pump is placed to 
the water, the less Mable you are to have 
trouble. About 90 per cent of the centrifu- 
gal pump trouble occurs on the suction side. 
When the pump is placed too far from the 
water, excess pressure and strain is put on | 
the suction side. This means not only more 
difficulty in priming, bat & strain is placed 
on the pipe, its connections and the pump 
packing glands. 


Tf an air leak develops on the suction 
side, the efficiency of the pump is lowered. 
Indications of an air leak may be observed 
in the discharge on the appearance of an 
excess of bubbles. As the leak develops. 
the bubbles increase, finally forming a con- 
tinuous chain. 


The stuffing box often gives considerable 
trouble -when. not propériy cared for. It 
must be packed so as not te leak lr, and 
still not be too. tight, so as to injure the 
shaft by heating ahd cutting. [It is very 
desirable to havea léng stuffing box with 
ample room for packing. It is sometimes 
dificult to obtain a seal by repacking if 
the shaft has been bady cut or creased. 
After repacking the stuffing box, it should 
he watched closely when first put in service. 
if heating takes place, the box should be 
loosened, as heating means excess friction 
‘due to pressure, which will probably damage 
the. shaft. The pump should be securely 
anchored, to eliminate excess vibration. The

Ninety-eight times the radius of discharge 
pipe (at volute) squared will give G.P.M.
